THE OUTLOOK.

-NDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 1.—Both parties 
to-night closed up the campaign amidst fire- 
works, street parades, and much oratory. 
The Democrats had the wigwam, while the 
Republicans took possession of the Court- 
House, filling the four court-rooms. Senator 
McDonald and Gov. Hendricks spoke at the 
former place, paying special attention to the 
tariff and Chinese questions. Senator Mc- 
Donald, referring to the forged letter of 
Gen. Garfield, said that the Republican candi- 
date for President and a newspaper scribbler 
of New York were on trial before the Amer- 
ican people, and that it was difficult 
to determine whether the one is 
a liar or the other a frorger. 
Gov. Hendricks referred to the matter in 
much the same manner, saying that it was 
exceedingty difficult to get at the truth of 
the matter. He. would not say that Garfield 
wrote the letter, but it expressed sentiments 
which he was known to hold, and it sounded 
very much like him.

Meeting Assailed by Demo- 
cratic Rowdies. ; 


A Riot E uues, in Which a Colored 
Man Is Killed, and Several 
Persons Are Injured. - 


Policemen Attzcked by an Infuriated Crowd, and 
Indiseriminate Clubbing Done by Infu- 
riated Policemen. 


St. Louis Globe-Democrat, Oct. 31. 

Towards the ciose of the Republican meeting 
at Lucas Market, about 10:30 o'clock last night, 
and while Mr. H. C. Dunne was making his 
speech, a disturbance occurred in the crowd, 
which rapidly assumed the propurtions of a riot, 
and terminated in a tragedy. Precisely how the 
trouble originated is not known, except that at 
the moment when the general enthusiasm was 
at its hight an unprovoked attack was made by 
some rowdies on a colored club standing on the 
east side of the platform. The former, a party 
of four or five, considerably under the influence 
of liquor, disturbed the proceedings by fre- 
quently yelling for Hancock at the top of their 
voices. The colored men responded with deaf- 
ening hurrahs for Garfield. While the latter 
were still : houting one of the drunken outsiders 
Standing on the sidewalk 

THREW A STONE 

which struc one of the negroes in the head and 
felled him to the ground. His companions, 
turned to look for the assailant and rushed to 
the sidewalk. At that moment a pistol-shot was 
fired by some unknown person. This aug- 
mented the excitement, and immediately the ut- 
most confusion prevailed. A crowd of 200 or 300 
negroes ran up Twelfth street, evicently in pur- 
suit of some person or persons. The immense 
multitude assembied in thesquare followed the 
negroes, and in an instant 2,000 or 3,000 men had 
swarmed around the corner. The various col- 
ored clubs that were distributed in the square 
forced their way througb the throng, and, par- 
taking of the excitement, became equally 
demonstrative. 

The saloon on the northeast corner of Locust 
street appeared to be the point the negroes were 
endeavoring to reach. It seems they believed 
that their first assailant 

HAD TAKEN REFUGE THERE. 
Three officers, Seaman, Daily, and Slattery, had 
posted themeelves at the door, and, with drawn 
clubs, prevented the men from entering, and 
ordered them away. Each moment the confu- 
sion and excitement increased, and the determi- 
nation of the policemen fairly enraged the baf- 
fled crowd, which now resorted to violence. 
Some one threw a stone at one of the winaows, 
and this was the signal fora general attack on 
the saloon and its occupants, for n less than a 
second after stones, torches, sticks, and all sorts 
of missiles were buried at the place, falling like 
hail-stones against the walls and doors. A 
large stone struck Officer Slattery on the left 
side of the face. So terrible was its force that 
: THE OFFICER DROPPED 

at full length to the sidewalk asif dead. Some 
of the inmates of the saloon and one of the offi- 
cets picked up Slattery, and dragged him into 
the room, when be was placed in a chair and at- 
tended to. 

This circumstance did not appear to have any 
effect on the enraged crowd, and realizing that 
he and his companions could not cope with the 
attacking party, Officer Daily drew his revolver 
and fi two shots in the air, to attract the at- 
tention of the pol ce nen on the adjacent beats, 
he says. Au indiscriminate firing from and into 
the crowd ensued, and one of the negroes reeled 
and fell to the ground. Those nearest bim taw 
that the man was bleeding profusely from a 
wound in the face. , y examination 
showed that he was dead. The crowd opened to 
avoid treading on the prostrate body. Suddenly 
a young colored woman pushed her way to the 
open space, and as soon as she saw the dead 
form became frantic, shrieking, screaming, and 
crying that 


THE DEAD MAN WAS HER FATHER. 


Near oy stood about fifty negroes, with red 
caps and capes. The murdered man was iden- 
tified by them as Charies Brown, a resident of 
Elleardville, and a member of the colored club 
from that piace. 

The effect on the already enraged crowd, 
which now became an infuriated mob, was ter- 
ribie. Pushing and striking euch other, the ne- 
groes, more like maniacs than men, rushed 
toward the saloon. Men pointed at the officers 
and cried, **There’s the man that killed Brown!“ 
“Shoot him!“ Kill bim!“ . 

Fully convinced that one of the officers had 
killed Brown, the negroes dashed up to the door 
and into the place, but the officers had disap- 
peared.

They were under the impression that the po- 
liceman, whose name was Cahill, was the one 
who fired the fatal shot. Cahill could offer no re- 
sistance, and was dragged from Locust street to 
Chestnut, and then again to the place where 
Brown's body was lying. Several shots were 
fired during the time. Some of the cooler men 
in the crowd objected to ed violence being 
done the officer, and protected him at the risk of 
their own lives. A white man, wearing a Club 
uniform, rescued Cahill from the hands of the 
mob, and ordered back those who attempted to 
injure him. 

Scarcely had the crowd returned to the square 
when Sergeants Boyd and Bartley came running 
to the place with a squad of twenty officers. 
With drawn clubs they rushed upon the throng, 


and, striking right and left, drove them off. Two - 


officers were stationed near the Corpse, while 
others, under orders, arrested all the negroes 
they could capture. Being thus attacked the 
meu made no resistance, hut left for their homes. 
STATEMENTS OF EYE-WITNESSES. 

A couple of gentlemen called at the Globe- 
Democrat office atter the shooting, to state that, 
in their opinion, the trouble was nothing but a 
continuation of the insults and outrages of- 
fered to the parading Kepublicans 2 gang of 
Democratic roughs at Fitth and Washington 
avenue. When one of the colored clubs was 
passing that corner some one in the crowd com- 
menced to insult the negroes by using all man- 
ner of vile epithets, when the negroes retorted.

A general fight was imminent then., 
but was suppressed by the influence 
ot the leaders among the paraders, who guve 
orders that no attention should be paid to the 
crowd.

The arrivais of foreign gold du the week 
reached the unprecedented total of $6,940,399, 
which makes the foreign specie receipts since 
the beginning of August $41,391,955, against 
367,804 last year, since Jan. 1 540.828, 
against $55,519,082 last year. These figures show 
that the reCeipts this year exceed te most san- 
guine expectations formed early in the season, 
and are close upon those of the remarkable 
year 1879. A considerable part of the gold now 
arriving is to pay for securities; the prosperous 
condition of general business in this country, 
and particularly of transportution, having again 
attracted to a large degree money of Euro- 
pean investors. 


Last year the receipts of coin from Eu- 
rope were most extraordinary, and it was not 
wirticipated that this year they would ap- 
proach anything, like an equal amount. It 
seems, however, that the inflow of gold in 
1880 will nearly, it not fully, equal that of 
i879.. Ine Nation points out that much of 
this money is coming. hither to purchase 
American bonds and securities, they offering 
better investments for money than anything 
in distracted Europe. Some time ago it was 
stated in the London papers that one thou- 
sand millions of dollars in money was lying 
idle in England waiting for some opportuni- 
ty for investment. The evidences of pros- 
perity in all branches of business in the 
United States, and the general assurance 
that no disturbance of our National policy in 
financial matters would follow the election 
of Garfield, has given a new impetus to the 
foreign demand for American securities, and 
the surplus and idle money there naturally 
seeks investment here.

The West Park Board met yesterday after- 
noon, all the members being present save Com- 
missioner Rahifs. , | 

A communication was recelyed trom Police- 
man Lutchford, asking pay for hia services from 
Oct. 11 to Nov. 1, because he was discharged 
without cause. In the discussion which ensued 
Commissioner Woodard stated that a certain 
policeman at Douglas Perk, whose name he 
would give privately to the members, was in the 
habit of getting drunk. Latchford's discharge 
was due to the fact that he carried whisky into 
the park. The communication of Latchford 
was placed on file, and. the other policeman’s

A communication was received from Thoma 
Williamson, a wilkman, complaining of the dis- 
agvreeuble officiousaess of iceman at the 
coruer of Wasaington street und Califoraia ave- 
nic.

WEST WASHINGTON STREET. 

The Improvement Committee made a lengthy 
report tive to the improvement of West 
Washington street, from Halsted street to Cen- 
tral Park, in aveordance with the resolution 
adopted by the Buard some time ago. 

The Committee say they invited to their meet-. 
ings George W. Wilson, Es,, formerly Superin- 
tendeut ot Streets and Bridges iu this city, and 
Farlin Q. Ball. bsq., who bad interested himseif 
in the improvement from the beginning. ‘bese 
two gentiemen are credited with rendering 
valuubie aid. 

‘The Committee first investigated the legal 
status of the proposed improvement, and cited 
opinions from Courts and statutes of the Uli. as 
Legislature giving authority to the Park Com- 
missioners to connect two or more parks or any 
park with the park district bya boulevard or 
pieasure-wiay. 

Having cleared away all the legal obstruc- 
tions, the question then came up with the Com- 
mittee, Have the conditions of the law been 
comphed with?

The following is the closing part of the report 
of the Committee: 

As to the advisability of the improvement 
your Committee are of one mind,—that it is a 


much-needed work. Our West Side parks have 
been established at a cost of miliions of dollars. 


They have become popular and .bealthful places 
of resort. To the general public they are 
ploasure-grounds; to those of moderate 
neans, un ehjoyuble reiief from  basi- 
ness cares; and to the laboring classes, 
rest in- places, wholesome and salutary, both to 
body and mind. ‘hey offer to every citizen 
pure air, clean sward, shade, and doligh ttul 
scenery. Lying as they do, on the borders of 
the city, there bas not been, and practicaliy will 
not be, a pleasure driveway or street leading to 
them, unless it be under the control of this 
Board. 

We regard the trust accepted by this Board as 
an active one. Having ovtrined the transfer of 
this street to itself, it becomes the duty of the 
Board to make the improvement with all reason- 
abie dispatoh. 

Washington street, from Halsted street to 
Union Park, is eighty feet in width from lot- 
line to lot-liae; from Union Park te the railruad 
it is sixty-six feetin width; and from the rail- 
road to Central Park 100 feet in width; and we 
— recommend that it be improved as fol- 
Ows: 

From Halsted street to Union Park the road- 
way to be forty-eight fect in width, the grass 
piat eight feet in width, and the sidewalk cight 
et in width. 

From Union Park to the railroad, the rondway 
be thirty-eight feetin width, the grass plat six

And from the railroad to Central Park, the 
future improvement shall harmonize with that 
above deseribed. 

SEWERAGE, WATER MAINS, AND GAS PIPES. 

Your Committee find that the sewer in Wash- 
ton street, from Halsted street to Union Park, is 
but twelve inches in diameter. This is wholly 
insuflticient. . * 

Before the roadbed is laid, there should be a 
sewer constructed in that street of at least 
thirty-six inches in diameter; and they recom- 
mend that the Common Couiicil. be asked by this 
Board to build the necessary sewers as soon as 
possibie. 

The water tndin along the street between the 
termini last mentioned, is but four inches in di- 
ameter. It should be eight to twelve inches. To 
this the attention of the Common Council! shouid 
be also called. 


The gas-pipes therein have been down for at 
least twenty years, and must this time be in 
bad condition. New pipes should be laid before 
the street is paved. 

Your Conimittee suggest that if the water- 
main and gas-pipes were put upon each side of 
the street, within the grass-piat, they could be 
reached, in ease repair became necessary, with- 
out tearing up the street. The objection to this 
plan is, that there must be more or less leakage 
of gas, which might affect the trees now stand- 
ing or to be planted in the grass plats. 

Since the gas and water pipes from Halsted 
street to Union Park must taken up and re- 
laid, your Committee 1 recommend that 
the mon Council be asked to place them in 
the alleys — north and south of tne stfeet. By 
so doing street would be permanent when 
once improved. The roadway would not be de- 
stroyed or injured by repairs. It would tend to 
solve the 8 a possible conflict of juris- 
diction arising in future between the City of 
Chicago and this Board. 

Your Committee find that the sewer in Wash- 
ington street, from the park to Robey street, is 
forty-eight inches in mameter; from Robey 
street to vitt street, forty-two inches; and 
from Leavitt street to Fail — * (where it ends), 
thirty inches. And they are the opinion that 
this sewer is ample for many years to come.

THE SWITCHING WAR. 

The managers of the roads whose circular 
was published Saturday giving notice that 
until further notice they would send no en- 
gines or cars for business to the so-called 
Bridgeport district of the Chicago & Alton, 
say that their action was not instigated be- 
cause the Alton allowed the Wabash to use 


their action, they say, is the position taken by 

the Alton in refusing to allow their engines 
and cars to go to that district during daytime. 

Whenever they sent engines there they were 

delayed for some reason or other for a whole 
day, which entailed a cost upon them of 
about $30 a day for each engine thus used, 

As they could not have the matter remedied, 

they thought it would be best to stop sending 
engines there at all for business until they 
could be afforded better facilities. They ad- 

mit that their action entails greater loss upon 

them than the Alton, but under the circum- 

stances they could not act otherwise than 

they did. The Alton managers insist that 

they have given those roads all the facilities 

for handling they could, and there was no 

good cause for the action taken. It could 

not be expec that they should stop their 

own business in order to facilitate that of 

their competitors. The Alton’s accommoda- 

tions in that district are very limitea, and in 

times like these, when business is unusually 

heavy, blockades had to be expected. They 

have made great efforts to have their tragx 

facilities increased during the last few 

months, but, ow to the opposition of 

property-owners and others, they have not 

yet succeeded in doing so. The action of the 

roads, however, does not embarrass them in 

the least, as the Wabash and Eastéfn Illinois 
have no objection to zo to the district for 

business under the rules of their Company, 

and consequently they are able to reach 

nearly all the points in the West that could, 
be reached over the objecting roads. 

It is hardly probable that this war will last 
very long, and some understanding between 
the contending parties will: no doubt 
reached within a few days.

titution, could make such appointments. 
He held that the Constitution contemplated 
solely the appointment of permanent Deputies 
necessary to carry on the ordinary business of 
the Sheriff's office; and the compensation of 
such Deputies, when authorized by the Circuit 
Court, was to be fixed vy the County Board. The 
Court could make no such limitation as that 
they should serve without compensation, 

Mr. Bonfield said, with reference to the 300, 
that the understanding was that the usual num- 
ber should be appointed. No number was men- 
tioned in the motion, but the Clerk said the 
usual number was 500. . 

Mr. Goudy said the Court would never have 
entered the orderif it had been known that the 
County Board, composed exclusively of mem- 
bers of one political party, had the 
wer to fix , the compensation. 
e understood that the special Deputies 
selected by the Sheriff, while they had taken an 
oath, had given no bond as required by the stat- 
ute. The main ground of the motion, inde- 
. of any question of power under the 
Jonstitution or the law, was the manner in 
which the Sheriff bad undertaken to carry out 
the order of the Court. It was necessary, ac- 
cording to this order, that these Deputies should 
be appointed to preserve the public peace. It

showed that the pretense of preserv the 
peace was false, that the appointments were 
made to subserve partisan ends, and the very 
fact of their being made from one party exciu- 
sively would tend to produce irritation, broils, 
and disturbance. The law provided for a regu- 
lar police foree under the direction of the city 
authorities. The peace would be disturbed more 
by conflict between those preteading to repre- 
sent authority than it wouid be if exclusively 
cared for by one authority.

Court had nothing to do with the selection of tne 
Deputies, who were “ assistants.”” There couid 
be no conflict between the police and the Deputy 
Sheriffs, as both were charged with the preserva- 
tion of the peace. 

The Court asked how many Deputy-Marshals 
were to be at each poll. 

Mr. Goudy suid six or eigbt in some precincts. 

The Court asked if any application had been 
made by the Democratic party to the Marshal. 

Mr. Goudy said he himself went to the Mar- 
shal two weeks ago, and asked him whether. in 
cuse Marshals were appointed, he would divide 
the appomtmeuts equally between tne Kepub- 
lican and Democratic parties. He answered that 


suitable persons t the Democratic Commit- 
tee. He said he would, but that he would feel 
at liberty to reject any person who, in his judg- 
ment, Was incoinpetent to serve. 

In pursuance of this, and for the purpose of 
oarrying out the arrangément, a committee 
of lawyers was appointed by the Young Men's 
Democratic Club, and they selected one Deputy- 
In com- 
pany with Mr. MeCoonell be went to the Mar- 
shai's office and banded him the list. The Mar- 
shai said, I do not know whether I can appoint 
these gentlemen or not. I will take the listeand 
look it over. I think, as I said before, it is fair 
that they should be divided between the parties, 
but intluences have been brought to bear upon 
me so that I do not know whether I will be ubie 
to do sv or not. Lam obliged to appoint them 
all from the Republican party. If so, I wish 
you gentiemen to understand that it is because 
ican't it 1 don't.“ At a later day, after a por- 
uon of the Marshals had been appointed, the 
Marshal was visited again. and he stated that he 
reg rded bimself as superior to any of the Re- 
publican Committees in session in this 
couuty,—that. he was not subject to their 
orders,—but he had received orders froma source 
that be could not disobey which required him to 
appoint all Republicans, or such Democrats as 
might be nominated by Republicans; and he 
had been notified that he could obey these or- 


quarters, but Gould not get the wires connected 
with that place. In the evening Chase sent a 
man to his office,and he told this messenger to 
tell Chase that possibly he would have to get an 
order on Healy tolet bim makea part of the 
appointments, as he (Stephens) had but one seal, 
and it took a long while to stamp the uffidavits. 
He knew nothing more of the matter until Mr. 
Sullivan spoke to him Saturday morning, when 
he told Suilivan if Healy did not muke the ap- 
pointments he would, and to let him know by 12 
o'clock. Before that time he went and saw Mr. 
Harrison, and Mr. Keeley, and Mr. Chase, and 
voluyteered if they would come at 2 o'clock to 
appo nt all the deputy clerks that they had any 
use Tor. , . 

In answer to a question by Mr. Story, 

Mr. Stephens replied that his seal was not at 
the Republican headquarters, and had never 
been there. He would not allow itto be taken 
out of his office. 

The Court was glad to know that Mr. Stephens 
had been misrepresented. 

Mr. Stephens said he hai suggested to Mr. 
Harrison, as there were so many affidavits to 
stamp, that if Healy could not stamp them he 
would do part of the work. 


MORAN’S DECISION, 
THE ORDER RESCINDED. 

Judge Moran, in disposing of the motion, said: 

The question comes up here as a quasi-poijtical 
question. Of course it is not to be ignored, It 
is the two parties here,—one complaining of 
this order, the other trying to maintain it. It is 
not different from a motion that was made here 
jast year, except that that was made with refer- 
ence to a permission to appolut deputy-clerks. 
That order Lrefused to rescind, and, in order 
that what I may doin this matter may be tully 
understood, I will recite the circumstances 
under which that motion was made, as it has 
been alluded tohere. Last year there was a 
great lack of attention on the part of the voters, 
particularly in the workingmen’s wards, to 
registration. They did not register, and the 
day of election came with but a very few of 
such voters registered. It became apparent 
that it was necessary that persons should be ap- 
pointed and authorized by law to administer 
oaths in the different election precincts in order 


might be permitted to get in their vote. Ap- 
plication was made to this branch 
of the Court for the appointment 
of such deputy-clerks. 1 believe the 
application was made for Mr. Stepbens to 
appoint if | don't disremember. The permission 
was given, and then gentlemen who represented 
the Republican party, as the gentlemen do this 
morning. came in and moved to have the order 
appointing such deputy-cierks in the different 
precincts rescinded, and challenged the.power of 
the Court to so appoint,them under the cinuse 
of the Constitution. Tite necessity for appoint- 
ing them is always to be considered by the Court. 
and that is the only thing. The necessity then 
was apparent from tbe failure ofa large num- 
ber of people to register ia those wards whero 
the people 8 who negiect to register, thus 
losing to the voters the advantage of voting 
rapidly or getting in their vote at all. Lhe Court 
sustained tnat order then, and 1 
REFUSED TO RESCIND IT, 


because it was necessary that those officers 
should be in those precincts to swear iu the 
votes. The Democrats bere then insisted that 
that was the view, and that it was aa injury to 
their party if the order should be rescinded, be- 
cause there would be no opportunity to get in 
tue bonert vote of that party woo had negiected 
to register. The Repubiican party, as | thought 
then, and as I suggested in making my opinion 
in that case, rather desired to maintain things 
as they were, because they thought that the op- 
posit vote would be thereby obstructed. Now 
the Court, seeing that necessity, refused to re- 
scind the order, and the elecuon went off very 
quietly and peacefully, and probably very justly. 
Now we have a more exciting election, and it 
is to come off in this county under this 
condition df things which the Court cannot shut 
its eyes to,—it is bound to take notice of a 
motion of this kind. We are to have an elec- 
tion, and at the polls there ure fo be oilicera— 
United States Deputy Marshals, what number is 
net clear—who are ostensibly at the polis to 
keep the peace. They are appointed by au offi- 
cer,—from what has been represented here this 
morning—by what Mr. Goudy says—be is un- 
doubtedly a fair-minded man bimself, and de- 
sirous of doing what. if lefuto himself, would be 
entirely fair and just,—still is 

AN OFFICER IMPORTED INTO THIS COMMUNITY, 


and appointed to office inthis community as a 
mere political reward,—party reward. He is an 
officer that is in po sense regularly and ordinati- 
ly charged with preserving the peace in this 
community. As Mr. Goudy stated,—and the 
stutement be has made with reference to that 
he makes as if under oath. and it is to be taken 
as an absolute fact,—the Marshal desired to ex- 
ercise bis fair judgment and follow up that de- 
cent sense of justice that obtains between all 
men, and appoint his deputies, irrespective of 
party, for the preservation of the peace; but he 
is.eontrolied, as it appears by bis own statement, 
by an authority whose commands he. feels 
bound to obey.—an authority which I am bound 
to know resides thousands of miles from 
this community, who requires him to appoint 
, all these men to keep the peace at the polls 
from one party, and that the party that is in 

wer. Now, it is not to be disputed that the 
aw under which the Marshal acts bas been held 
constitutional, but it is not to be lost sight of 
that it is a power; all the political history of 
this country shows that the Deputy-Marshbals 
appointed by persons that have been In power 
for a umber of years to act at elections have 
been appointed and have acted in the main, 
wherever we bave known anything of their ac- 
tion, as mere strikers,—simply that and nothing 
more. There is this further thi to be re- 
garded by the Court: That these Deputy-Mar- 
shais who are appointed, and who are up- 
pointed from one party, bold themselves, by 
virtue of their appointment. free from any 
snquiry as to their acts or official conduct by 
auy court or magistrate acting or elected to office 
under the laws of this State; that is, these 
Deputy-Marshals are construed to be men who, 
thus appointed from party, acting under the 
direction and control of party, and as party re- 
ward, are to act as partisun strikers,—are as- 
sured, itis claimed for .them,if they commit an 


proper, just, or tignt. But the regular police

ical party. Now, that he should appoint men,— 
if there is Mkely to be a disturbance of the pub- 
lic peace—to keep the peace will be admitted by 
everybody; but, to say the least, it would hardly 
be characterized as 
ANYTHING ELSE THAN AN IMPERTINENCE 
for any officer to say that he can tind in but one 
party men who are fit tokeep the peace. Now, 
what is the real fact with reference to the men 
he appointed, as these men have been appointed, 
and for the rensOus that they have been ap- 
poluted? They have been appointed for the 
reason that they were ardent members of one 
party, ready not to do the bidding of the Sheriff 
to keep the peace, but ready to do the bidding 
of some person at the polis representing that 
party and its interest. In short, men appointed 
in that way, in thai spirit, are a menace to the 
public peace instead of a protection toit. They 
tend to disturb the peace, They tend to invite 
its disturbance. Now, there are in. this city 400 
or 500 regular police officers; the regular duty of 
these men is to keep the peace; it is their duty 
day by day and from year to year; they are 
charged with that dutv; they are not appointed 
for one da only: neither is it true that 
political party. Let 
this connection, 

there are special 

polive officers appointed for one day only, and 
they are selected entirely from the ranks of one 
political party, tor the purpose of receiving a 
reward from the taxes of the city for doing 
duty for one political party,—it does not make 
any difference whether it is the Democratic 
party or the Republican party,—it receives my 
severe condemnation, [ do not believe it is 


ollicers uf this city are sufficient to maintain the 
peace. It is their regular duty to doit. Let me 
suy, further, the special policemen, if appointed, 
and whether appointed for one party gr not, are, 
it must be imferred.—I think it is fair o infer,— 
acting under the direction of the regular lice 
officers. I appreheud that 132 precincts of this 
county can be manned by one or two regular 
potice ollicers,—l believe that one of the counsel 
said two were assigned to each precinct,—l say 
thear precincts can be manned by one or two 
regular police oilicers, without in any manner 80 
distributing the force as to interfere with the 
gweacral peace of the city. A Deputy who 
is uppointed for one day only is likely to be ar- 
dent in the excreise of his little brief author- 
ity.” He reeeives his appointment because be 
belongs to one party, and he desires to earn bis 
rewurd by an active, diligent service to that 
party. Now we knew that that is the common 
way that this thing gets upon human nature. 
That being the case, and the understanding of 
the Judge who entered this order being that 
these men were to be appointed from each po- 
litical party,—that being the true way to con- 
serve the peace,—is the re any doubt 

WHAT THE DUTY OF THE COURT SHOULD BE? 

Let me say further, with reference to this 
matter, it has been suggested that the Court hus 
no power to deprive these menof their official 
caaracter; however, that perhups lam not called 
on to decide, but, as the estion was raised, as 
this was One of the grounds urged why the order 
should not be cha ged or aitered, desire to 
say that it seems to me that if these 
men have been appointed under this uu- 
thority, and the authority was neces- 
sary before they could be appointed. and 
ifthe euthority to act under the law is taken 
away before they enter upon their term,—before 
they commence the perfurmance of their official 
duty,—that they will thereby be acting in a 
rather precarious position, However mat may 
be, if tae rule of the Court is rescinded, these 
parties who have been thus selected and thus 
qunlined with tüls apparent authority will un- 
derstand that they act at their peril, and with- 
out the authority or approval of any rule of the 
Court, if that rule is reseinJed. 

Another thing that moves me to consider the 
matter is this: Good citizens of every party, I 
think, are fast coming te the conclusion that 
the show of force that nas grown up in, perhaps. 
as much one party as another in late yeurs 
arouud the polls is dangerous to the institutions 
of this country. The destre to have armed men 
at the poills,—Deputy Sheriffs, Deputy Mar- 
shals, special policemen, and regular po- 
licemen, all with arms, or some means 
of enforcing by force their authori- 
ty.—that tendency in American politics 
tends directly to the destruction of the institu- 
tions of the country and interferes with any 
tree and honest expression of the voters; and, 
if it keeps On,—if the partiesare to go on in this 
country sceing which can get the greatest num- 
ber of officers, peace oflicers, at the polls, there 
to arrest a man On sight, and drag him away and 
incarcerate him,—the sooner we have it under- 
stood that each party, all the voters of each 
party. shall be Deputies, Deputy-Marshals, Dep- 
uty-Sherifs, or special policemen, the better. 
Let them all be Deputies, and be sent to the 
polls, and with their various weapons let them 
there, by wager of battle, settle the disputes of 
their parties. That is about what we are coming 
to. 
NOW, THE PEACE OF THIS COMMUNITY 18 NOT 

ENDANGERED, 
and, in my opinion, it can only he endangered 
by this show of force argund thé, polls.—men 
clothed with a little brit authority" for one 
day, appointed from the ranks of one party. and 
ie put there to serve the party, and nothing 
else. 

These rensons all actuate me to the belief that 
itis my duty to rescind this order. I think the 
Sherif’ of this county, if he wants to preserve 
the peace, wherever he is, and there ia dis- 
turbance, it he is there or his regular Deputies 
are there, be can summen the power of this 
county, and he will tind there men—every good 
citizen, no matter what party he belongs to— 
ready at his beck and command to see that there 
is no breach of the peace. So it is within the 
power of any regularly- authorized officer, if he 
is properly making an arrest, to summon the 
parties standing around the polls, and it is 
the bounden duty of the men there to assist 
‘him in carrying out his official authority. Nor 
is there a neceasity for this parade of strutting 
Deputies. I fail tosee it. It is a menace to the 
peace of this city. The order will be that that 
order, entered with that understanding - by 
Judge Rogers, will stand for naught and be re- 
scinded; and if these parties act, or assume to

The Marshal approved 
it. and the men who had lately been tnmade 
Deputg-Sheriffs through the decision of Judge 
Moran were forthwith clothed with the power 
and authority of Denuty-Marshals. It was im- 
possible to provide them all with badges and 
commissions during the afternoon, and the bal- 
ance got their commissions, their badges, and 
were duly sworn in by Commissioner Hoyne 
during the evening at the cilub-room of the 
Union Veteran Cluo in the Grand Pacific Hotel. 

Marshal Hildrup sent to the printer dure 
the afternoon the folidwing noticé, which will 
be set up in large type and posted in a conspicu- 
ous place at every poll. It is a careful digest of 
the statute authorizing the appointment of 
Deputy-Marshals and defining their duties, and 
should be carefully read by the Harrisonian 
bulldozers before attempting to put in any of 


their work. 

“IT IS THE DUTY 
of the Special Deputy Marshals to attend at the 
polls on the day of election at each precinct. 
They are to keep the peace, support and protect 


the Supervisors of Election in the discharge of 


their duties up to the time the votes are can- 
vassed and certified, preserve order at the polis, 
and prevent fraudulent voting thereat, or fraud- 
lent conduct on the part of any officer of elec- 
ion; and they have the right to arrest and take 
into custody, without. process, any person who 
in their presence, or the presence of a Super- 
visor of Election, commits, or attempts or otters 
to commis, any fraudulent act in connection 
with the offering, receiving, recording, or count- 
ing any vote, They will codOperate with such 
general or special constabies as- may be ap- 
pointed under the laws of the State for the 
preservation of order at the election; but no 
officer of the State or of the city, has the right 
to interfere with the Special Deputy Marshals in 
the discharge of their duty. They will perform 
their duty with discretion and good temper, but 
firmly. The Marshal or his general Deputies 
have the right to call to their aid in the dis- 
charge of their duty the bystanders, or posse 
comitatus of the Northern District of IIlinois.

ARETINd OF WHOLESALE GROCERS, ETC. 

Agreeable to a circular issued by several firms, 
about twenty-five grocers and sugar-dealers of 
this city met yesterday afternoon at the Chicago 
Drug, Paint, and Oil Exchange, No. 51 Wabesh 
avenue, for the purpose of listening to a discus- 
sion of the sugar-tariff quesuon by Mr. Henry 
A. Brown, of Massachusetts, a former special 
agent of the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Brown showed by palpable illustrations 
and the exhibition of cargo sampies of imported 
sngars the various methods practiced by for- 
eilen producers of sugars for the purpose 
of evading the present sugur tariff, showing 
that actuully low 9 of foreign raw 
sugars, even up to 10 Dutch staudard in 
color, are not adv anord sufficiently to enable 
them to evade the revenne by any outward dis- 
coloration, but that by centrifugation toreign 
producers ure enabled to semi-refine their 
sugars, and to build them into pure crystals of 
suzur of any desirable size, and to outwardly 
discolor the same for the purpose of entering 
them for duty as actual low-grade sugars, by 
such transactions not only evading the proper 
duty, but directly interfering with home pro- 
duction, and also preventing the importation of 
light-colored Muscovado sugurs. 


tirely prohibit the importation of the actual 
raw material required for retining purposes in 
order to supply the masses with cheap cugars, 
and Cubans would convert all low-grade sugars 
into ventrifugais, under a uniform tariff, to No. 
18 Dutch standard, or upon all sugars.

The ceremony took place at the resi- 
dence of the bride’s father, No. 26 West Fifty- 
eighth street. This disposes finally of all the 
unjust rumors which bave been telegraphed 
from San Francisco as to the relations be- 
tween young Mr. Grant and a wealthy Cali- 
fornia belle, and also of the frequently-pub- 
hshed statement that Mr. Grant had been 
previously , engaged to the daughter 
of a distinguished jurist who resides 
in Western Pennsylvania. The marriage 
has alone prevented the ex-President and 
his party from returning to Galena in time 
to cast his vote for Gen. Garfield, as he fre- 
quently expressed his intention of doing, 
THE MARRIAGE 
has been, the subject of discussion among 
the élite of New York for some time past, 
and has been regarded asa social event. The 
bridegroom is a lawyer of this city who has 
already won some distinction in his profes- 
sion, and whose prospects are of the 
best. The bride is a blonde of the 
fairest type, aged about 29, and has 
been a prominent belle in New York City 
since her introduction. Thecourtship which 
has resulted in her marriage with Mr.

THE BAPTISTS. 

The weekly conference of Baptist ministers 
of Chicago and vicinity assembied yesterday 
forenoon at the Grand Pacific, the Rev. Dr. Hul- 
bert in the chair. 

The Rev. C. B. Roberts, of Englewood, read an 
essay on * Pulpit Methods with Infidelity.” The 
reverend gontlemau believed the puipit made 
many mistakes in dealing with infidelity. More 
earncst work should be done to effect its-over- 
throw. The mission of the minister was to save 
souls, the souls of skeptics included. Many of 
the infidel leaders invited the breaking ok 
homiletical bludes with ministers, and then 
ridiculed when they could not answer Scriptural 
arguments. Careful recognition should be 
mude of the honest skeptic, whose doubts could 
ensily be removed by a friendly discussion of the 
points involved. This Was one of the most 
sacred tasks of the minister. The pulpit could 
not afford to squander its resources on the 
caviler. Many valiant Knights of the truth 
quando red their resources char ing down 
against such windmills as Ingersoll. e pulpit 
should continually be e 97 in an altercation 
with Ingersoll, it would have little time for 
nught elise. The promiscuous answering of 
Huxley, Darwin, and Others, some years ago, 
did more real damage than good. The essayist 
altuded to Ingersoll as the ** shameless man who 
wears Paine’s mantic,” dad betieved it was a 
waste of words to answer his tirade? against re- 
ligion, for they were as Weak as ropes of sand. 

The Rev. Mr. Clark praised the essay bighly. 
He made it a rule to say as little as possible 
about Ingersoll and his methods. The ministers 
vught not to stop to tight him. 

The Rev. Mr. Ongwan betieved it best to 
preach the truths of the Bible. using the best 
arguments. The great mass of the people were 
open to conviction, notwithstanding all the talk 

avout infidelity. 

The Kev. Mr. Thbearie said there was great 
danger in the amount of infidel books circulated 
throughout the country. They were sold on 
trains more readily than other books. This evil 
should not be underestimated. Many news- 
pu pers publisned evangelical sermons on Mon- 
day, and counteracted the effect of the sermons 
by publishing rationalistte and infidel articies 
on other days. This was a great evil. 

The Rev. Mr. Goodspeed believed in every line 
and word of the essay. The great mass of the 
people theroughiy believed in Ane Word of God, 
but did not practice ite*teachings. That class 
should be the one which the minister must care- 
fully look after. He did not believe there was 
such a resistless wave of infidelity sweeping 
over the land as was by some ministers Said to 
be the case. Statistics of our churches snowed 
the contrary. It infidelity was spreading so 
rapidly it would be manifest in the churches and 
colleres, It did not affect the Christian minis- 
try. They advertised infidelity too much. The 
— og combat it wasto preach the truth posi- 
tively 
The Rev. E. O. Taylor said the opponents of 
the Bible had set up [ngerso!l as their champion, 
and ministers would be derelict in their duty 
did they not answer his charges. In a recent 
sermon the reverend gentleman tried to show 
that the vicarious aconement of Christ was con- 
sistent with reason. The young people were 
the ones who became tainted with heretical 
teachings, and they should be especially warned 
of their groat danger. 

The Rev. Mr. Uurhoe thought it best, when 
these errors came before the ministers, that 
their absurdity should be shown.

John v. Farwell hands Sues the 
“ News” for Libel. 


New Suits, Divorces, and Other 
Legal Items. 


LUCKY CREDITORS, 


Judge Biodgett yesterday decided several cases 
which he has beard during the past week or two 
but none of them happeued to contain any ques- 
tions of general interest. The.most important 
was that of Horace R. Kelly agalust Rudolph 
Wolfson, Theodore Wollstein, and others, which 
was a creditor's bill on a judgment for $1,190.56 
rendered in March, 1879, against Wolfson & 
Wollstein. The firm did business in this 
city during 1878, and failed in January, 
1879. They began with very uttle 
capital, and during the latter part of 
1878 bought about $35,000 worth of tobacco and 
liquors, the greater part of which was soon after 
disposed of below cost. With the proceeds the 
paid all their individual debts, leaving the tirm 
creditors out in the cold, and sold the remainder 
of the stock to Ferdinand Neuberger for $4,- 
087.59. The only consideration for this sale wa s 
a past inaebtedness due by them to Neuberger. 
It was charged that this sale, and also divers 
other conveyances, as well as the payments of 
the individual debts, constituted fraudulent 
transactions, which should be set aside. 
Judge beld the proof failed to show there 
had been any fraud in, tde trans- 
actions complained of. The conveyance to 
Goldstein and the payment of «bout to 
Mrs. Wolfson were in satisfuction of pees * 
The Bankruptcy law had deen repealed 
there being no law in force at the time those 
payments were made ATA rn 
there could be no doubt that Wolfson had the 
right, with the assent of bis partner * — 
to pay his individual debts out of the 1 
suip assets. It had been repentedly decided that 
firm property belonged to the individual mem- 
bers of the ürm. The proof as to the transac- 
tion with Neuberger showed the firm was in- 
7 — to him in the full amount stated. He held 

ment notes for the amount ob which he 
mie and would have entered up judgment had 
be not been paid. firm was at the time in- 
solvent, and the members knew it. Under such 
circumstances they offered to sell Neuberger 
the remainder of their stock, and he took it at 
an appraired value. That, at most, wasa pref- 
eren transaction, and not prohibited by the 
law. There was no Badge of fraud on the sale 
as far as Neuberger was concerned. He seemed
